Reconstruction of 
KY 1159 survey 
deadline is Friday 

A meeting was held on 
Thursday, February 28^^, at 
the Bracken County High 
School concerning the re¬ 
construction of KY 1159 
from Brooksville to the AA 
Highway. 

According to informa¬ 
tion on the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
website, the KY 1159 Recon¬ 
struction Project begins on 
the north side of Brooksville, 
approximately 600 feet south 
of Fronks Lane, and extends 
north to approximately 600 
feet south of the AA High¬ 
way. The total length of the 
project is approximately 3.4 
miles. 

The purpose of the proj¬ 
ect is to improve the ex¬ 
isting roadway geometry, 
safety, and connectivity from 
Brooksville to the AA High¬ 
way. The existing road has 
narrow lanes, no shoulders 
and numerous alignment de¬ 
ficiencies that do not meet 
current design criteria. Also, 
there are safety concerns as¬ 
sociated with the 90 access 
points (8 approach roads and 
82 entrances) along this seg¬ 
ment of KY 1159. 

Preliminary design has 
been completed for two new 
alternates. Both alternates 
include: a new 2-lane road for 
KY 1159 with 11’ lanes and 
8’ shoulders; south of Fronks 
Lane in Brooksville will have 
curb and gutter with 5’ side¬ 
walks; a realignment of KY 
1159 around the east side of 
Bladeston area; and the wid¬ 
ening of KY 1159 to provide 
an 1 r truck climbing lane on 
the steep grade from the AA 
Highway. 

When asked about fol¬ 
low-up information from the 
meeting, Nancy Wood with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Transportation said, “We are 
still waiting to receive com¬ 
pleted surveys, which resi¬ 
dents have until the 15^^ to 
submit. We will then meet 
with the consultants, PL&G, 
on the 19^^. At that time we 
will choose a preferred alter¬ 
nate. We do have maps and 
some info on the website, 
http ://transportation.ky. gov/ 
district-6/Page s/default, 
aspx.”

Bracken County parent completes 
Parent Leadership Training 


Bracken County parent, 
Stephanie Hamilton from 
Taylor Middle School, was 
one of twenty-eight parents 
from northern Kentucky who 
graduated from the Com¬ 
monwealth Institute for Par¬ 
ent Leadership.

Sometimes we get into such 
a habit of driving to and from 
work that we fail to notice our 
surroundings, but slow down 
this week and take a really 
good look at the ditches and 
fields that you drive past 
each day! Litter is on every 
road and even on the most 
remote county roads, you 
will find some type of litter.

Week is an opportunity for 
you to make a difference 
in your surroundings by 
cleaning the environment 
and ridding the landscape of 
the harmful effects of litter! 

This rainy day is a good 
kickoff for the Division 
of Water’s Groundwater 
Awareness Week, March 
10-16, emphasizing the 
importance of groundwater to 
communities around the state 
and measures citizens can 
take to protect and conserve 
this natural resource. Rain 
and other precipitation soaks 
into the ground, moving 
downward to fill cracks and 
other openings in soils and 
rocks creating the natural 
resource of groundwater

which represents 90% of 
all freshwater in the world. 
250,000 mral Kentuckians 
depend on wells and springs 
for their water supply 
including their drinking 
water. Sandy Gmzesky, 
Director of Water, said that 
it is “important to remember 
that groundwater is a local 
resource and that local people 
are the ones who can choose 
whether to conserve, protect 
or pollute it.” Not only are 
various minerals picked up by 
the water as it moves through 
the soil, but whatever is put 
on or in the ground eventually 
ends up in the groundwater 
including harmful pollutants 
from leaking tanks to the 
illegal disposal of trash and 
animal remains, especially 
in sink holes. Groundwater 
Awareness Week urges 
citizens to not only protect 
the groundwater but to 
conserve the natural water 
resource by installing water 
saving faucets and toilets, 
planting less water intensive 
landscaping and using rain 
barrels to collect water 
for fiower and vegetable 
gardens. 

In Bracken County 
evidence abounds in hollows 
and creeks of water pollution. 
Just within the last three 
months we have seen creek 
water contaminated with 
trash blown from someone’s 
pile of garbage; another creek 
bank has had a pickup truck 
load of garbage thrown on it 
and still another creek bank 
where someone chooses to 
illegally burn their trash. It 
saddens us to know that our 
beautiful Bracken County 
waterways are being used as 
a dumping ground for trash 
and eventually the minute 
pollutants will contaminate 
the groundwater with the 
bulk of the plastic, cans, 
and other debris finding 
its way to the Ohio River 
and ultimately the ocean! 
Concerned citizens can and 
do clean these waterways, but 
not polluting them in the first 
place is the ideal solution! 
Remember that any outdoor 
cleanup project is eligible 
for entry in our C.U.B. Party 
next week and a random 
drawing of all entries will 
win a $100 cash prize!

The Kentucky 4-H 
Foundation is asking farmers 
across the Commonwealth 
to step-up and make the “Ag 
Tag” donation. 

Beginning in 2012, 
Commissioner of Agriculture

March is the best time for 
trophy smallmouth bass 

Female smallmouth bass 
in lakes sueh as Laurel River 
Lake, Green River Lake, Lake 
Cumberland and Kentueky 
Lake grow hungry in early 
spring as water temperatures 
slowly warm to 50 degrees. 
The water temperatures in 
these lakes range from the 
mid to high 40s right now. 

They need to feed in order 
to nourish the eggs develop¬ 
ing down in their abdomens 
for the upeoming spawn. You 
need to put a hair jig, tailspin- 
ner, or blade bait in front of 
their noses during the next 
month or so. 

“Onee the water tempera¬ 
tures start into the 50s, the large 
female smallmouth start gorg¬ 
ing themselves to eontinue 
forming the egg mass in their 
bodies,” said Gerry Buynak, 
assistant direetor of fisheries 
for the Kentueky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resoure- 
es. “Eggs make up about 3 to 
5 pereent of their body weight 
now and will grow to about 15 
pereent of body weight right 
before spawn.” 

Buynak, who previously 
served as a blaek bass biolo¬ 
gist for many years, said the 
pereentage of body weight 
from the eggs ean grow to as 
high as 20 pereent right before 
the spawn. That is a lot of eat¬ 
ing those big females need to 
do between now and April, 
when reservoir smallmouth 
reproduee. 

Finding late winter small- 
mouths in these reservoirs re¬ 
quires looking at things with 
a totally different perspeetive 
than you would for large- 
mouth bass. You need aeres 
and aeres of big, deep water 
near your fishing spots. 

Points near the old river or 
major ereek ehannel are great 
plaees to start prospeeting for 
early Mareh smallmouths. 
“There are good smallmouth 
bass in Green River Lake size- 
wise for sure,” said Erie Cum¬ 
mins, southwestern fisheries 
distriet biologist for Kentueky 
Fish and Wildlife. “You just 
need to piek your spots. The 
most produetive area is the 
lower end near the dam.” 

Map study reveals the 
Green River ehannel swings 
elose to points in the lower 
seetion of the Green River 
arm of the lake while Robin¬ 
son Creek does the same near 
the dam. Slowly probe these 
points with a 3/8-ounee blaek 
hair jig with no trailer, letting 
the lure settle on eaeh roek 
shelf of the point as it sinks. 
A tailspinner fluttering down 
the sides of these points draws 


strikes from large small¬ 
mouths. 

Laurel River Lake may 
be the best lake in Kentueky 
to eateh a trophy smallmouth. 
John Williams, southeastern 
fisheries biologist for Ken¬ 
tueky Fish and Wildlife, said 
a fishing partner of his eaught 
a 23-ineh smallmouth reeently 
that weighed nearly 7 pounds. 

Points that extend out 
into the lake and eoves with 
a ehannel near their mouths 
are great plaees to try. Small 
silver and blue swimbaits 
worked slowly down points 
work well right now on Lau¬ 
rel. Swimming a 4-ineh pearl 
eurly-tailed grub aeross ehan¬ 
nel drops in the eoves draws 
smallmouths in early Mareh 
as well on this lake. 

Piek an overeast, dark 
day to fish Laurel as the lake’s 
extremely elear water makes 
smallmouth skittish. A day 
with misty, light rain is best. 

Lake Cumberland eon- 
tinues to produee healthy, fat 
smallmouth bass. The small 
euts along the main lake from 
Harmon Creek to the dam 
make exeellent plaees to rip 
a metal blade bait, sueh as the 
Silver Buddy, off the bottom 
for smallmouths. 

Slowly work a tailspinner 
just above bottom right in the 
heart of the small v-shaped 
eoves along the main lake and 
in the mouths of major ereek 
arms for Cumberland small¬ 
mouths. A tailspinner slieed 
aeross the adjaeent points of 
these little eoves also produe- 
es strikes. 

Kentueky Lake anglers 
report eatehing some good 
smallmouth bass by working 
suspending jerkbaits on points 
near the ehannel on the east 
side of the lake. 

Get out now and prospeet 
for trophy smallmouth bass 
on these lakes. The good bite 
lasts until right before Derby 
time.

Assistance Program (NAP) 

Coverage Deadlines 

The Farm Service 
Agency's Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) provides financial 
assistance to producers of 
non-insurable crops when 
low yields, loss of inventory 
or prevented planting occur 
due to a natural disaster. The 
upcoming deadlines to file 
an application for natural 
disaster protection under the 
NAP are March 15 and May 
1 . 

The crops for March 
15 deadline are: Beans, 
Beets, Broccoli, Cabbage, 
Cantaloupe, Carrots, 

Caulifiower, Com, Corn- 
Hybrid Seed, Cucumbers, 
Eggplant, Gourds, Greens, 
Herbs, Lettuce, Onions, Peas, 
Peppers, Popcorn, Potatoes, 
Pumpkins, Radish, Sorghum, 
Sorghum-Grain, Soybeans, 
Squash, Strawberries, 

Sunfiowers, Sweet Potatoes, 
Tobacco-Burley, Tobacco- 
Dark Air, Tobacco-Fire 
Cured, Tomatoes, Turnips, 
and Watermelons. 

The crops for May 1 
deadline are: Nursery. 

Eligible producers 

must apply for coverage of 
non-insurable crops using 
Form CCC-471, and pay 
the applicable service fee at 


the FSA office where their 
farm records are maintained. 
The application and service 
fee must be filed by the 
application closing dates. 

Contact your local FSA 
office for additional NAP 
closing dates. Producers 
should always check with 
their local FSA office for 
specific crops and other 
application closing dates. 

An eligible producer 
is a landowner, tenant or 
sharecropper who shares 
in the risk of producing an 
eligible crop and is entitled 
to an ownership share of 
that crop. As authorized by 
the Food, Conservation, 
and Energy Act of 2008 
(2008 Act), an individual's 
or entity's average nonfarm 
adjusted gross income (AGI) 
limitation cannot exceed

NAP. 

The service fee is the lesser 
of $250 per crop or $750 per 
producer per administrative 
county, not to exceed a total 
of $ 1,875 for a producer with 
farming interests in multiple 
counties.

FSA state Office 
Announces 45th 
General Sign-Up for the 
Conservation Reserve 
Program 

Kentucky Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley announced that 
Kentucky FSA will conduct 
a four-week Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) 
general sign-up beginning 
May 20 and ending on June 
14. 

"It continues to be 
our goal to ensure that 
we use CRP to address 
our most critical resource 
issues" said McCauley. 
“In 2012, many counties 
in Kentucky experienced 
extreme drought. CRP 
protected environmentally 
sensitive lands from washing 
or blowing away. It gave 
ranchers extra grazing 
land when they needed it. I 
expect there will be strong 
competition to enroll or re¬ 
enroll acres into CRP, so I 
urge Kentucky's producers 
to maximize their environ¬ 
mental benefits and make 
sure their offers are cost- 
effective.” 

In addition to erosion 
control, CRP provides 
significant water quality 
benefits including reduced 
nutrients and sediment 
loadings and adverse 
consequences associated with 
fioods as well as expanded 
and enhanced wildlife 
habitat. 

Currently, about 27 
million acres are enrolled in 
CRP nationwide, 302,782.7 
acres in Kentucky. CRP is a 
voluntary program available 
to agricultural producers 
to help them safeguard 
environmentally sensitive 
land. Producers enrolled in 
CRPplant long-term, resource- 
conserving covers to improve 
the quality of water, control 
soil erosion and enhance 
wildlife habitat. Contracts 
on an estimated 3.3 million 
acres of CRP are set to expire 
on Sept. 30, 2013, 34,767 
of those acres in Kentucky. 
Producers with expiring 
contracts or producers with 
environmentally sensitive 
land are encouraged to 
evaluate their options under 
CRP. 

Producers that are 
accepted in the sign-up can 
receive cost-share assistance 
for planting covers and receive 
an annual rental payment for 
the length of the contract (10- 
15 years). Producers also are 
encouraged to look into CRP’s 
other enrollmentopportunities 
offered on a continuous, non¬ 
competitive, sign-up basis. 
Continuous sign-ups often 
provide additional financial 
assistance. Those sign-up 
dates will be announced 
later.

Adopt-a-Highway coor¬ 
dinators can explain the fun¬ 
damentals of the program to 
volunteer groups, work with 
group members in locating 
an available highway, and 
keep them notified of news 
and upcoming events. 

Litter pickups are held at 
least four times per year or 
as many times as necessary 
to keep adopted areas rea¬ 
sonably litter-free. The cabi¬ 
net coordinates three annual 
clean-up efforts.
